The mayor then read the order to 


borrow S 10.000 for sanitary and sur- 
face drainage. Mr. Putnam wanted to 
know if tho money would be spent 
right away. 
Mr. Morso said that part 


of it would he needed to repair tho 
break In the Tanner street main and 
that the rest of it would bo used for 
sewer construction.

adopted and the council adjourned to 
meet on Tuesday next at 11 a. m. 


Four distinct battles which have de- 


veloped in France and Alsace havo 
been carried on vigorously, but with- 
out marked advantage for either side. 
Of greatest immediate consequence is 
the fighting near Pcrthes which In- 
volves possession of Important rail- 
roads and probably a considerable sec- 
tion of the fortified battlellne. In this 
district the French atteniped further 
attacks, but were beaten back with 
heavy losses, the German official state- 
ment today asserts. Near Solssons in 
the Alsne country, the French state- 
ment says, German attempts to cap- 
ture, lost positions were -repulsed and 
more trenches were seized by the al- 
lies. 
In the Argonne where fighting 


has been more continuous and stub- 
born slnco the early weeks of the war. 
the Germans are on the offensive and 
claim to have captured a French van- 
tage point. 


The fourth battle in Alsace is less ac-

Owen Gilday Advocates 


Law to Bar Incompe- 
tents From Business 


The second annual banquet of the pi- 


ano tuners of the state was held at 
the Hotel Lenox In Boston last night 
with about 100 present. 
Among 
the 


speakers was Owen A. Gilday of this 
city, who spoko interestingly on leg- 
islation to protect tho profession- of 
piano tuning and also the public from 
the work of Incompetents. 


Mr. Gilday advocated the enactment 


of such a bill and his remarks were in 
part as follows: 


"I desire to urge upon this meeting 


the wisdom of legislation protecting 
the profession of piano tuners and the 
public—for It is an indisputable fact 
that when we protect the profession 
we protect the public. I believe that a 
law should be enacted providing for 
tests by competent officials of tho fit- 
ness of a'person to tune pianos and 
that before work of this kind can be 
done for compensation, tho person per- 
forming such work must produce a cer- 
tificate of eligibility. 


"This is only fair to those who aro 


engaged us piano tuners and whose 
income suffers because of the presence 
of incompetents and the resulting de- 
preciation of the professional standard. 
It is only fair to piano owners who 
are too frequently victims of so-called 
piano tuners, and I am convinced that 
this proposition Is more Important even 
than the other, for the loss sustained 
is not only a financial one, but It Is 
to the pupil whose progress Is retard- 
ed by the work of the piano wrecker." 


Ho advocated the passage of a bill to 


carry out his suggestions. 


In conclusion he said he did not be- 


lieve there would be much opposition 
to a bill such as he outlined as it 
would protect the public.

Textile School Goes Be- 


hind on Non Resident 
Evening Pupils 


The trustees of the Lowell Textile 


school have petitioned (or an increase 
of $6900 In addition to tlio usual appro- 
priation for maintenance of tho school 
which amounts to 146.000. The 11-us I cos 
claim that the Instruction given to non- 
resident pupils cost much moro than 
the amount of revenue received from 
this source. 
The trustees, in petition- 


Ing for tho special appropriation, em- 
phasize the fact that the deficiency In 
maintenance Is entirely due to this In- 
crease 
In 
nonresident pupils. 
They 


make the following statement: 


"For two years we have received for 


maintenance the sum of J45.0QO annu- 
ally. 
Pursuing the same rigid econ- 


omy as previously, we closed tho last 
fiscal year with a deficiency for main- 
tenance of $780.50," the petition says. 
"For tho previous year there was a 
surplus of 535.72. This increasing cost 
of maintenance- Is due lollowing (sets: 


"The increase of evening school pu- 


pils from Lawrence and vicinity alone 
this year, which could not have been 
anticipated. Is BO per cent, which will 
probably cause a deficiency at the close 
of tho current year of several thousand 
dollars. 
As our only revenues coma 


from tuitions, the city of Lowell and 
the commonwealth, and we arc prohib- 
ited by statute law from borrowing 
money, tho situation Is a very serious 
one, 
threatening the continuation of 


the school. 


Tho resolve was presented by Repre- 


sentative Arthur Bower and reads »s 
follows: 


"Resolved, that there be allowed ami 


paid from the treasury of the common-, 
wealth from the ordinary revenues to 
the trustees of the Lowell Textile 
school the sum of $51,900, for the main- 
tenance of tho school from July lf 1915, 
to June 30, 1916; the sum of $26,075 for 
additional equipment; the sum of $2000 
for grading and fencing grou/ids. and 
the sum of $780.80 to meet a deficiency 
in maintenance the last fiscal year. The 
city of Lowell is hereby authorised and 
directed to annually raise by taxation 
and pay to said trustees such sum of 
money, not exceeding $10,000, as may 
be necessary to provide for evening inr 
structlon In said school for residents of 
Lowell."

WAR 
LOSSES 


No discussion is more common at the present time in mercantile ,and 


flnaueial journals than the probable effect o£ the war on business. These 
tire inoro or less influenced in most discs by the political or economic 
leaning of tbe paper or magimiie, and too often the mutter is judged in 
an incomplete fashion thai emphasizes one point and neglects ft fair nnd 
proportionate contrast between tho gains and losses. 
It is very easy, 


for instance, to over-estimate the alleged benefits to be derived by tho 


!- manufacturers of this country, forgetful of the fact that there will also 


be great losses in other directions. It is quite possible that to offset any 
possible gains in increased manufacture or exports, there may bo a riko 
in (he prices of food and clothing. In that case, one would have to con- 


• trast (he gains and losses pretty carefully to determine the ultimate 
.effect. 


In spite of possible sectional advantages here and there throughout 


the world, the fact is that a long war with its resultant destruction to 
life and property must impose some degree of a burden even on the 
uations not at wnr. 
Economists call attention to the fact, that "the 


buying power of the gold dollar is in great danger o£ collapsing." They 
remind us that gold of itself is practically worthless, so far as satisfying 
the demands of living; it is merely a medium of exchange, being selected 
because of its scarcity. 
For every dollar's worth of property in the 


world there is a certain sum of gold to represent it—"a sum equal to 
the amount of properly or commodities in transit during the exchanging 
process." 


At the present time properly is being destroyed in Europe on a 


gigantic scale. 
Cities, towns, bridges, railroads, ships' cargoes, crops, 


etc., are wiped out with terrific fury and insane recklessness. 
Yet tho 


amount of gold in the world will continue imdiminished. Thus when the 
.war is over there may bo far less properly in the world nnd as a con- 
. sequence the gold of the world will be represented by a smaller .amount 


of property, so that the buying power of the gold dollar may be reduced. 
This would immediately result in a corresponding rise in the cost of 
living, an increase that would not bo confined to the belligerent nations 
but that would be world wide. 
The degree of economic change will 


. depend on the degree of the ultimate destruction, which already is 
-enormous. One expert estimates that if the -war should last 18 months, 
property to the value of 35 billions of dollars will be destroyed. 
This 


. does not include tho actual cost of fighting which for some time past 


has averaged $21,877,777 a day. 
In view of this unprecedented destruc- 


tion of property and waste of money, no one will deny that tha immediate 
effects of the war will be detrimental to .all nations. It is very possible 
that tho malignant factors will cancel the boost in industry, which will 


. riot reach dov.-n as far as the influence on the buying power of the 


. gold dollar. 


The loss to property and tho loss in men—a loss which considered 


in all its phases cannot be set down in words—does not begin to include 
the actual losses caused by war. There is also the loss arising from 
crippled industries, stagnated commerce, the non-production of 
the 


millions which are engaged in the wnr and tho thousand and one other 
losses that make the student dizzy in their immensity. All of the nations 
now fighting are consuming more than they produce and they will be 
forced to borrow from neutrals in order to keep going. -Should the war 
'end1 tomorrow, the disturbance would be felt in all channels of trade and 
finance for years, and possibly the gain would be ours, in a greater pro- 
portion than would fall to any other power. 
A long war on the same 


scale, however, would prove injurious to the whole world, for the affairs 
of all nations are now so intermingled that no one can remain outside 
the trade .and financial influences of such a cataclysm as the present 
stupendous war.

priation for maintenance of the school 
which amounts to $45,000. The trustees 
claim that the instruction Riven to non- 
resident pupils cost much more than 
the- amount of revenue received from 
this source. The trustees, In petition- 
ing for the special appropriation, em- 
phasize the fact that tho deficiency In 
maintenance is entirely due to this in- 
crease 
in 
nonresident pupils. They 


make the following statement: 


"For two years we have received for 


maintenance the sum* of HB.OOO annu- 
ally. 'Pursuing the same rigid econ- 
omy as previously, we closed tho last 
fiscal year with a deficiency for main- 
tenance of J7SO.SO," the petition says. 
"For the previous year there was a 
surplus of $35.72. Thla increasing cost 
of maintenance Is duo tallowing facts: 


"The Increase of evening school pu- 


pils from Lawrence and vicinity alone- 
this year, which could not have been 
anticipated, is BO per cent, which will 
probably cause a deficiency at the close 
of the current year of several thousand 
dollars. 
As our only revenues come

HEN the French regiments 


paraded 
through 
Gcm- 


bleux a ripple o£ admira- 
tion ran through the al- 


most hysterical Belgian populace who 
had waited EO long for the promised 
•uppqrt of France. With their bright 
blue and red uniforms, their gayety, 
Clltter and song, they made a colorful 
entry which quite fulfilled one's con- 
ception of the romantic spirit of war, 
but It was noticeable that they did not 
march in particularly good order, and 
the doors of the wagons In their bag-' 
(age train flapped and banged. 


When the Germans appeared on the 


outskirts of Brussels they might have 
been mistaken for a cloud of low lying 
tnist, their gray green uniforms melt- 
ing against a neutral background. The 
entry was not theatric, but It was 
throbbing with power and efficiency. 


In place of the romantic French god 


ol war there was a silent, gray colored 
machine, which was complete to the 
test detail 
Wagon doors, instead of 


Dapping, had patented locks and bars. 


For three days the gray green sol- 


fllers marched through Brussels, part 
of an army ot more than a. million and 
a half that pushed its way through 
Belgium. .In completeness of equip- 
ment it was like a. traveling city. Tt 
bad Its postal service, its telegraph 


• corps, its .provision trains miles In 


length, which provided for the soldiers 
a menu as satisfactory as that which 
they could have obtained in a. first 
class restaurant.

Not Fatigued by Long March. 


Six caissons. with ammunition, each 


drawn -by six horses, followed each 
' 


field gun, and there were processions 
ol* them two miles long. There were 
in addition many truck and traction 
engines for the heavy siege guns. And 
in all this colossal train not a' wheel 
squeaked, not an accident delayed the 
forward progress. 


The efficiency of the Red Cross de- 


partments is best indicated by the fact 
that in following the German army for 
a hundred miles over battlefields, at 
times only a few hours behind the 
fighting, none of" the small group of 
correspondents discovered a wounded 
German soldier uncared for or any 
dead. 


The speed ot the army is. attested by 


the fact that correspondents with bi- 
cycles and carriages found it difficult 
to keep up with the German advance. 
Daily marches of fifty kilometers were 
the usual thing, and at times they 
greatly exceeded that" distance. 


In addition to the imme'nse armies 


already in the field, Germany still is 
abla to draw on her great mass of re- 
serves to send an army of 240,000 men 
to re-enforce the hard pressed Aus- 
trian army in Galicia and Poland. At 
the Game time she is sending 200,000 
men to re-enforce her army la East 
Prussia. 


Her entire active army and first re- 


serves were, called to the colors in the 


first mobilization on Aug. 1. These 
troops now sent to the front come 
from the second and third reserves. 


Every German Is subject to military 


service from his seventeenth to his 
forty-fifth year. 
"When he Is twenty 


years old every man has to report for 
active service. Only about half of the 
men are taken into the army. The re- 
mainder form the 'ersatz reserve 'and 
have their names listed ready to be 
called to fill any vacancies in the army 
due to disease or to war. 


The call for the active army included 


every ablebcdled German from twenty 
to -twenty-seven years, both thoso .on 
the active list and those in the.ersatz 


reserve. It also Included the next class 
of the reserve, or the first ban of the 
landwehr, which is made up of all ex- 
soldiers from twenty-seven to thirty- 
two years. 


The first mobilization call on Aug. 1 


Included all the above classes, a total 
of 
2,400,000 trained soldiers. 
These 


were not all available for fighting at 
the front because detachments had to 
be mada to run the railroads, to handle 
the supply service and to garrison the 
numerous forts' both on land 'and on 
the coasts. 
'When .Germany later called for the 
second ban of the landwehr she added 
700,000 men to her armed forces. This 


second ban of the landwehr Included 
all ex-soldiers from Uilrty-two to thlr- 
y-nine years. .They were sent to the 
fortresses and to the auxiliary services, 
freeing 
a corresponding number of 


younger men for scrvlco at the front. 


This last great effort of Germany In 


•sending 400,000 men against the Rus- 
sians, 
while 
still 
re-enforcing 
and 


pressing tho campaign in France, was 
made possible by calling out the last 
line of her reserves on Aug. 2'1. This 
Includes every man 
from seventeen 


years to forty-five, a total of more 
than 1,000.000. The old men are sent 
to the garrisons and to the supply 
services; the hoys are set to work un- 
der drill masters to get prepared as 
rapidly as possible for service at the 
front- 


High Praise From British. 


High praise of the discipline.and ef- 


fectiveness of the Prussian war ma- 
chine was- given in a report of the 
British operations in -Belgium' issued 
by the official press bureau. 


The report had spoken of the great 


number of young recruits now fighting 
in the German army and pointed out 


nat they were not, naturally, equal M 
he veterans, but It added that, despit* 
hat, the forces of the Invader wer*> 
achieving great things. 
Of thl» th«^ 


eport said: 
"Whatever deterioration there may 


be in the material .now being drafted 
nto the ranks of our enemy it must 
DO admitted that the Prussian war 
nachino, acting on a nation previously 
inured to the sternest discipline, has 
obtained the most remarkable results. 


-"The Germans have up to the prei- 


ent time been able to make good their 
.osses, to continue to deliver repeated 
blows with fresh men when required 
and where required and to concentrate 
large forces in different directions. 


'It Is true that a considerable pro- 


portion of the masses recently thrown ' 
into the field against the British has 
consisted of hastily trained and Ira- 
mature men, but the great fact re- 
: 


mains that these ill assorted levies j 
have not hesitated to advance against | 
highly trained troops. 


"In spile of lack of officer*, In »plt« ] 


of inexperience, boys of elxteeu and j 
seventeen have faced our guns, have j 
marched steadily up to the muzzle* ol j 
our rifles and have. met 'deith In; 
droves without flinching. 


Such is the effect of a century of [ 


national discipline". 'That the men sub- J 
Jected to it are the victims of an au- j 
tocratlc military caste does not alter J 
the fact. 
They have accepted that j

During his ac- 
tivity at, the university he has been the 
recipient of many honors, both here 
and abroad, for his researches. 


The Importanpe of Professor Michel- 


eon's discoveries regarding light can be 
appreciated from the -statement made 
by William Hallock. professor of phys- 
ics In Columbia university, also very 
well known for physical research work. 


"If we are ever to have interplanetary, 


communication," said Professor 
Hal- 


lock, "it will bo by.means of Michel- 
son's dtscovvery of the length of the 
light 
waves. 
He 
has 
determined 


through his Interferometer that the 
wave length of all light Is the same 
throughout the universe. It is the one 
unit of measurement, for Instance, that 
we know to bo the same on Mars and 
on the earth. 


Professor Michelson received the de- 


gree of doctor of laws from Tale unl- 
.•erslty and that of doctor of science 
from Cambridge university, in Eng- 
and. He Is a member of tho National 
Academy of Sciences, the American 
Academy of Sciences, the American 
Society For the Advancement of Sci- 
ence, the British society of the sumo 
name and the International commission 
of weights and measures. He is a fel- 
low of the Royal society and of the 
Royal Astronomical society and a cor- 
responding member of the Academle 
des Sciences of Paris. 


Ho was born In Strenlo, Germany, In 


1X52. He was reared in Virginia City, 
Nev, and graduated from the Naval 
academy at Annapolis In 1S73. He also 
studied ,ln tha University of Berlin 
and later at Heidelberg.
